Story of Its First Buildiag by Gt«. 


Forbes as a Military Road to 


Frontier Recalled. 


Pennsylvguia needs a road from 


PbiladelpUia to Pittsburgh, ite two 
largest cities. Work ib uow uudef 
way iu several couutiee to improve 
the historic old turupike betweeu 
these two cities, so tbat m time 
road will be a uiatjuiliceut boulevard. 
The road will be built iu sections, so 
that it will really be the building aud 
re-bulldiug of a number of roads. Work 
is going ou at several points, and 
from a succession of roads between 
these two OIK cities, which formerly 
formed the old lurukike, the highway 
will come. 


For years efforts have been made to 


build a boulevard across the State. 
Former Governor Stuart, iu 1909, pro- 
posed a road 60 feet wide, betweeu the 
two cities. That road was to go oy 
way of Altooua, Lewistowu aud Har- 
nsburg. Later the State Legislature 
changed the plans so that the road 
was to be -20 feet wide. Then Stuart 
himself vetoed the bill. Three routes, 
a northern, 
southern aud 
middle 


route, for a State road have been pro 
poeed at various times. By way of the 
(Southern route the road would touch 
(ireensburg after leaving Pittsburgh 
and would run east through Somerset, 
Bedford, McUouuellsburg, Chambers- 
burg, Uettysbunr, York, Lancaster aud 
Coatesvilie to Philadelphia. By the 
northern route it would run through 
Vaudergrift, 
Indiana, 
Ebeusburjr, 


Altoona, 
Huntingdon. 
Lewistown, 


Harmburg and Lancaster. 


The country near the old turnpike is 


decidedly picturesque in places. While 
occasionally a merry automobile parly 
discovers one of the few old tavern- 
keepers or stage-coach drivers of "ye 
olden times" who has passed the four 
ecore mark on life's dial and listens 
with delight to his reminiscences of 
the romantic days when ttie stage 
coach and Conestoga wagon lent life 
and color to the rugged landscape 
along this pike, few of the thousands 
of travelers who annually speed over 
its duety coils and stately stretches 
are cognizant of the fact that this terri- 
tory ie rica in material for the writer 
of both fact ana fiction. 


It has a most romantic history—this 


pike across the mountains of beautiful 
Pennsylvania. Conceived in trouble 
and bora when the times were strenu- 
ous, it was the last to yield supremacy 
when the railroad 
sapped its life 


blood aud robbed it of activity. 


In the middle of the eighteenth cen- 


tury, when white settlers first com- 
menced to cross the mountains and 
(enter the Ohio basin, they lound a di- 
rect path from the Atlantic slope to 
the Ohio, established by the red men 
of the forest some years before, in 
their business of trading 
English 


scalps aud furs to the French on the 
Ohio, to b9 the most practicable route 
across the dark and almost impenetra- 
ble forest across the Alleghanies west 
ward from Philadelphia to Fort Du- 
quesne—the gateway of the West. 


The first question that confronted 


Brigadier General John Forbes when 
the unfulfilled task of the unfortunate 
General Braddock—the capture of. 
Fort Duqueshe and the extermination 
of the French from Ohio basin, was 
placed upon his shoulders was, how to 
throw an army of 6000 men across the 
wilderness that separated Philadel- 
phia from the contested region. After 
a long delay the scouts, sent out to 
discover a practicable route brought 
back the information that the old In- 
dian trail was the safest and most di- 
rect route to the Ohio basin. 


For these excellent reasous General 


Forbes decided to cut his military 
road along the alignments of the old 
Indian path. When General Wash- 
ing was consulted he promptly ob- 
jected. He argued long and vehemen- 
tly in favor of the route followed by 
General Baddock 
through Virginia. 


Virginia not Pennsylvania, he declared 
deserved the road. 


Gen. Braddock had, m leading his 


disastrous expedition, cut a military 
road through Virginia along the align- 
ments of an old path known as 
"Nemicolon's Indian Trail." The pro- 
posed route of General torbes through 
Pennsylvania ran parallel with this 
trail and converged at the same point 
on thf> Ohio. The Virginia trail of- 
fered portage between the Potomac1 
and Monongahela Rivers, but it curl- 
ed around the mountains, making the 
distance considerably longer and after 
Braddoc-k's defeat had never been used 
except by small parties on foot and 
Tiad become almost impassable. 


The Pennsylvania trail kept on 


htehei. dryer ground and crossed no 
rivers ol importance. Tins made it 
the surest and easiest course during 
the winter season, when the Youghio- 
gheny and Monongahela and their tri- 
butaries were out of banks. The bit 
terness of the quarrel between Gener- 
als Forbes and Washington delaved 
the cutting of the road for months. 


The building of a military road 


through either of these colonies meant 
much. To 
Pennsylvania it 
would 


mean 
fortifying 
her 
frontier 
and 


would open a future avenue of profit- 
able trade with the Indians on the 
Ohio. It was a boon that Pennsylva- 
nia less deserved than Virginia. Wash- 
ington argued that he and other Vir- 
ginians were foremost in the field for 
securing the Indi?n trade on the Ohio, 
ten years before they had secured a 
grant of land between the Monongahe- 
la and Kanawha: had sent explorers 
and pioneers to occupy it; had given 
of their private means to build roads 
and warehouses and when strife with 
the French became the only hope of 
the colonists Virginia was first in the 
Held while lethargic Pennsylvania hart 
scarcely lifted a finger—had Indiffer- 


ently pursued her profitable agricul- 
tural pursuits and a» the result was 
tue granary of America. 


General Forbes understood perfect 


ly that Pennsylvania was less desert- 
ing 01 & military road than Virginia, 
a road that -would give a greater ad- 
vantage than that ever enjoyed by any 
other colony, nevertheless he decided 
to ouild it. uot to . please Pennsylva- 
nia but because u was s-.oiter than 
the route through Virginia, so ardent- 
iy advocated by General Washington. 
Forbes realized that if Fort Duquesne 
was to be loitified, manned and sup- 
plied, 
the 
shortest 
route 
Uiither 


would be a desperately long road to 
travel, as the dark days of the French 
and Indian war proved. 


For months the bitterness ol the 


quarrel delayed ihe cutting of the 
road, but at last the succinct, unan 
swerable argument of Forbes, "Look 
at your map," won the day and with 
the able assistance of Boquet the dif- 
ficult feat was accomplished in 1755. 
General Forbes gave his life in the 
tasK and was buried in the chancel of 
Christ's 
Church, 
Philadelphia. 
He 


was carried the entire distance be- 
tween Fort Duquesne and the Quaker 
City on a stretcher, while suffering 
the greatest agony. 


Geooge Washington proved himself 


both a patriotic citizen and a good sol 
dier by working heroically for the 
route that had been decided upon in 
spite of his long and bitter opposition. 
He personally superintended the build- 
ing of the route from Ligonier to Fort 
Duquesne. The road was fortified at 
Carlisle, Shippensbu'rg, Chambersburg, 
London, Littlestown, Raystown (Bed- 
ford) with smaller stockades at Fort 
Edmunds 
(Buckstown), 
Allegheny, 


and Cowamahony, all located in Som- 
erset county. 


The value of this direct roadway to 


the West was inestimable. Xo single 
r»ad in the New World witnessed so 
many campaigns or was fortified bj 
such a chain of forts, and what the 
Forbes road was to Pittsburgh and 
ihe West during the French and In- 
dian war and Pontiac's rebellion, it 
was in the Revolutionary war. The 
Continental war office was in Philadel- 
phia, and the road was more stragetic 
than ever. It was the direct route to 
the military center of the West—Fort 
Duquesne. Over it the western forts 
obtained supplies 
and ammunition, 


and it was the great military route 
from the Atlantic to the trans-Atlantic 
empire. In the latter part of the 
eighteenth century when the Ken- 
tucky and Ohio pioneers were strug- 
gling for a foothold in the West, this 
road played an important part. Over 
it General Washington marched his 
Virginia rangers, and nine-tenths of 
the pioneerb of the Northwest terri- 
tory traveled over this road. 


In 1790 the Forbes, or what had be- 


come known as the Pennsylvania road 
gave place to the first turnpike ever 
built in America. This present high- 
way was built in sections by different 
stock companies, organized under dif 
ferent charters assisted by the State. 
The first section was constructed in 
1790 
between Philadelphia and Lan- 


caster. From rfarrisburg to . Greens- 
ourg the road was built by five differ- 
ent companies known as the Harris-

in the very midst of these busy 


prosperous times the Baltimore A 
Ohio Railroad appeared, sapping the- 
blood and robbing of life of this Arat 
highway of our nation, the highway 
that had marked the course of armiea 
which won a way through the wilder- 
ness and made possible our Western 
expansion. 
But from this path made first by 


the Red Men of the forest, followed by 
the military route of Generals Forbee 
and Washington, then by the Pitta 
burgh and Philadelphia pike, the tide 
of life has never entirely ebbed; can 
never ebb because the State is now 
constiucting a stattly highway over 
the magnificent mountains and peace- 
ful valleys that will soon resound, are 
even now resounding with the echoes 
of the horn which in days of yore 
heralded the approach of the stage 
coach: rural taverns will again be 
opened and bustling landlords will 
welcome, as in days of yore, travel- 
etained parties, uoi of stage coach »«»- 
sengers. but merry automobile tour- 
ists, and this happy time will hut 
mark the beginning of the new lease 
of life for the old national highway, 
when it is restored once more to its 
old-time excellence by the Common- 
wealth of Pennsylvania.

burg, Carlisle & Chambersburg Com- 
pany, the Chambersburg & Bedford 
Company, the Bedford & Stoystown & 
Greensburg Company, and the Greens- 
burg & Pittsburgh Company. 


The company that built the road be- 


tween Stoystown and Bedford was in- 
corporated June ISlt). The individual 
subscription was $40,000, and that of 
the State $104.000. The western ter- 
minus of this historic thoroughfare is 
Pcnn avenue, Pittsburgh, the eastern 
terminus Market street, Philadelphia. 
The course is practically the same as 
the old Forbes road, though here and 
there the traveler may seen the olden 
track a few rods to the right or left, 
and at some points it lies several 
miles soutn. 


The present turnpike passes through 


Greeusburg, while the old Forbes road 
passed through Hannastown, lying to 
the northwest. The Forbes road was 
less 
f-areful 
of hills. 
It made a 


straighter line across the country. 
The telephone companies have taken 
advantage of this to send their wires 
along the easily-discerned track of the 
old Forbes road. 


Promptly at the completion of each 


section of the road the stage coach ap- 
peared upon the scene, spreading life 
and animation, putting the wilderness 
in motion as it whirled along. Tav- 
erns and wagon-stands located everj 
mile, and stage offices at intervals of 
ten miles, were required to accommo- 
date the traveling public. Four spirit- 
ed horses drew these coaches on the 
level and descending the heavy moun- 
tain grades. Postilions were added 
in ascending the hills and mountains. 


The lustre of our present-day tin- 


sel-framed hero grows dim ui compari- 
son with the coachman who engineer- 
ed these cumbersome vehicles over 
this turnpike road. Of all swells that 
ever- nourished a whip professionally 
he was easily emperor. Eighty miles 
a day was written all over him; his 
manner was a canter; his conversa- 
tion was a round trot; his very air in- 
tluated that he was a fast coach on an 
uphill and down grade turnpike road; 
he \\as a personage full of mighty

The taverns and wagon-si amis along 


this pike were miniature cities bustl- 
ing with life and activity. Tne bar- 
room was the great social center fie- 
quented by all the rural sages and 
nhilosophers of the neighborhood as 
well as bv the traveling public. Here 
pu'-e. unadulterated rye whiskey was 
dispensed to the thirst public at two 
drinks for n "fipenny hit." three cents 
a glass or six cents a pint. 


The drivers of the famous Conesto- 


ga wagons and all ordinary teamsters 
carried their beds with them, slept on 
the barroom floor and stabled their 
horses at the wagon tongue. Twelve 
and a half cents was the price these 
worthies paid for a first class meal. 
Thes" wagons were the freight cars of 
the road and rarely traveled more 
than lo miles a day. 


The operation of the Pittsburgh and 


Philadelphia pike included the estab- 
lishment of the toll system, and here 
and there one of these picturesque old 
toll gates can yet be seen bearing 
mute evidence of the glory of a past 
age when the revenue thus obtained 
kept this magnificent boulevard in 
prime condition. Each animal or ve- 
hicle was charged in proportion as it 
damaged the road bed. The tariff on

The better the curtains the oe-io, 


the case. All window curtains requin 
the personal supervision of the hnust- 
keeper at this season of the \-jar 
whether they be of lace or merely 
eome plain sheer material. 


In the eyes of the artistic home dec 


orator, those of plain surface are 
more to be desired, and certain it is 
that they need just as careful laun- 
dering as lace. 


The first thought in taking down of 


sheer curtains is that littla brass rod, 
which will tear the hem unless the 
housewife's own hands remove them 
from their position. 


They are now soaked in cold water 


and then wrung out and put into a 
second clean bath of clear cold water 
to take out the collection of soot and 
dust that was scarcely noticed while 
the curtains hung. 


Now lukewarm soapy water, several 


baths, for the constantly changing 
waters take the place of the wash 
board. Curtains should be persistent- 
ly soused up and down in their sev- 
eral waters, squeezed rather than 
rubbed. 


Rinsing in clear cold water is again 


In order, and drying in bright sunlight 
Is a necessity.

A JOINT RESOLUTION. 


Proposing an amendment to the Con- 


stitution of the Commonwealth of

Section 1. Be It resolved by the Sen- 


ate and House of Representatives of 
the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania in 
General Assembly met. That tbe fol- 
lowing amendment to the Constitution 
of Pennsylvania be, and the same is 
hereby, proposed, in accordance with 
the eighteenth article thereof:— 


That section six of article five b 


amended, by striking out the said se 
tion, and inserting in place thereo 
the following: 


Section 6. In the county of Phil 


delphia all the jurisdiction and pow 
ers now vested in the district court 
and courts of common pleas, subjec 
to such changes as may be made b 
this Constitution or by law, shall b 
in Philadelphia vested in five distinc 
and separate courts of equal and co 
ordinate 
jurisdiction, 
composed 


three judges each. The said courts i 


j Philadelphia shall be designated r 
spectively as the court of commo 
pleas number one, number two, num 
her three, number four, and nuntbe 
five, but the number of said court 
may be by law increased, from tim 
to time, and shall be in like manne 
designated 
by successive 
numbers 


The number of judges in any of sai 
ccurts, or in any county where the es 
tablishment of an additional cour 
may be authorized by law, may be in 
creased, from time to time, and when 
ever such increase shall amount i 
the whole to three, such three judge 
shall compose a distinct and separat 
court as aforesaid, which shall b 
numbered as aforesaid. In Philade 
phla all suits shall be instituted in th 
said courts of common pleas withou 
designating the number of the sai 
court, and the several courts shall dis 
tribute and apportion 
the busines 


among them in such manner as shal 
be provided by rules of court, anc 
each court, to which any suit shall b 
thus assigned, shall have exclusiv

In the county of Allegheny all ih 


jurisdiction and powers now vested in 
the several numbered courts of com 
mou pleas shall be vested in one cour 
of common pleas, composed of all th

Proposing an amendment to section 


eight, article nine, of the Constitu- 
tion of Pennsylvania. 
Section 1. Be it resolved by the Sen- 


ate and Hcuse of Representatives of 
the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania In 
General Assembly met, That the fol- 
lowing is proposed as an amendment 
to the Constitution of the Common- 
wealth of Pensylvania, in accordance 
with the provisions of the eighteenth 
article thereof:— 
Amendment to Article Nine, Section

Section 2 Amend section eight, ar- 


ticle nine, of the Constitution of Penn-

Hanover Loses Valuable Chair. 
Hanover recently lost the oldest and 


what is believed to be the most re- 
markaole piece of furniture in Ameri- 
ca when the famous Bingley armchair, 
which has seen five centuries, was ex- 
pressed to Hagerstown. Md., the home 
of Joseph Parker Bingley. who inherit- 
ed it by the will of his father, the late 
John Jackfon Bingley of Hanover, i 
Kept as an heirloom, Uie ancient chair 
has been passed down from father to 
son for many generations. J. Edward 
Bingley of Baltimore. Md , is heir ap- 
parent to the coveted relic. 


The chair is a massive piece of 


work, made in Yorkshire, England, in 
1430. It represents the t>pe of archi- 
tecture popular in those days. Eng- 
lish oak. inlaid with1 various kinds of 
wood, was used in its construction. 
The back is handsomely carved and at 
the top figures of birds are engraved. 
The joints are mortised and held to- 
gether with wooden pegs. 


Sixty-two >ears before Columbus 


discovered America tVis chair was 
built, and it remained in the town ot 
Bingley, named after the ancestors of 
the present owner, during the reign 
of twenty English monarchs. from 
Henrv Vl. to victoria. After a brief 
stay -at Leeds it was taken to >'an- 
rhester 


Tn 1856 (he chair was orought to 


ihif- country on the ship Mary Hale 
and wns landed at Baltimore. In the 
Civil AVar the chair was in Richmond. 
Va.. where the owner temporarilv left 
it in the care ot a friend while he es- 
caped to the North 
Subsequently it 


was sent to Watertown, X. Y., and in 
1804 was brought to Hanover 


Many offers were made for the chair 


before it was brought to this country 
and it has been sought after for exhi- 
bition in Independence Hall, Philadel- 
phia, but the ningleys were loath to 
part with it 
The chair has been tak- 


en many times to public meetings and 
used by the presiding officer. When 
Gov. S. W. Pennypacker was in Han- 
over to deliver the presentation ad- 
dress at the unveiling of the battle 
monument in 1905 he took great pleas- 
ure in occupying the old chair.
